The Rodeo Royal Comes to Calgary 





f all the tradi- 
tions which 
sprang from the 
latter day settle- 

ment of Western Canada, 
the most exciting, the most 
vibrant and the one most 
strongly identified with 
Calgary is still rodeo. 
Everyone has heard of the 
most famous of them all — 
the Calgary Stampede, 
which shakes the city into 
a frenzy every July. Its half 
million dollar purse pro- 
duces rodeo action from 
which cowboy legends are 
made. 

But all of the glamor and 
excitement of rodeo in 
Calgary does not go under- 
ground when the Stampede 
ends. Professional cowboys 
dedicated to earning a 
living by ‘going down the 
road’, travel a circuit of 
rodeos across North 
America, vying for points 
towards the Canadian or 
American National finals. 
Every March in Calgary, 
Rodeo Royal marks the 
beginning of a new rodeo 
season. While not as well 
known as The Stampede it 
is still an important and 
prestigious event with a 
major prize purse of $3000 
in each of the five major 
events: saddle bronc and 
bareback, calf roping, steer 
wrestling and, the perrenial 
favorite, bull riding. You 
can be sure that most of the 
top names in rodeo, the 
Delvecchio’s, the 
Johanssen’s, the Dunham’s,

etc. will be there. 

For the spectator, the 
bonus of Rodeo Royal is 
that it is indoors in the 
6000 seat Stampede Corral 
arena and the audience is 
much closer to the action. 
The thrills, the precision 
athletics, the danger and 
the spills take place almost 
in your lap. It’s amazing 
how much sharper a bull’s 
horns look when they are 
within touching distance! 
The audience at an indoor 
rodeo develops a much 
finer appreciation of the 
timing and athletic prowess 
that a steer wrestler or calf 


roper brings to the arena 
and then shares with his 
mount. You hear the strain 
of leather and the snorts of 
fury as bareback or saddle 
bronc rider strives to stay 
aboard the hurricane deck 
of a horse that is trying to 
shake the riding habit. 

This year, the Rodeo 
Royal runs March 16 through 
20. Performance times are 
7.30 p.m., March 16 - 19 
and 2 p.m. on March 20.

The real 
tests are individual ones — 
on the various ‘tracks’ 
around the world — not 
unlike the Grand Prix auto 
racing circuit which was 
the inspiration for skiing’s 
World Cup. There are no 
‘leagues’ or ‘tournaments’ in 
this sport. The whole 
industry travels from site 
to site, from manufac- 
turers’ reps, to coaches and 
officials, to the 
international press and tele- 
vision, the competitors and 
the ski ‘groupies’. All are 
coming to Lake Louise for 
only the second World Cup 
‘happening’ on Canada’s 
best downhill course.

There will be lots of en- 
thusiasts around to remind 
anyone who cares to listen 
that the last time, in 1980, 
it was a hurriedly organ- 
ized event to make up for 
one that had been cancelled 
by bad weather in Europe. 
The organizers did a mas- 
terful job then in present- 
ing a first class high in ‘80 
as it was the second last 
race of the season and 
Calgary’s own Ken Read 
was fighting it out with 
Switzerland’s Peter Mueller 
for the Championship. 
Neither won at Louise 
although Mueller ultima- 
tely won the title. Coinci- 
dentally both were injured 
in ‘81 but after comeback 
seasons in ‘82 the old 
rivalry has been revived. 
Favourite son Ken Read 
has been consistent through 
this writing but has not yet 
won while Mueller won at 
Pontresina and is slightly 
ahead of Read in total

contention for the title but 
as the year has shown thus 
far, anyone can win. 

The major excitement of 
course, is race day but the 
‘tour’ arrives nearly a full 
week ahead from a race in 
Aspen and the skiers will 
be on the slopes everyday 
acclimatizing themselves 
and fine tuning their 
equipment, fitness and con- 
centration.

The menu is 
devoted solely to fish and 
the insistence is upon abso- 
lute freshness of product. 

For starters, either the 
fresh clam chowder or the 
hearty French Canadian 
pea soup are suggested. 
Highlights of the appetiser 
list are hot crepes of 


smoked salmon served with — 


horseradish sauce; lobster 
cocktail with palm hearts 
and an orange dressing; or 
steamed clams in a white 
wine and cream sauce 
flavored with amaretto. 

From the entrée selec- 
tion, the salmon fillet with 
fennel, mushrooms and 
fine herbes is recom- 
mended. It is quite excel- 
lent. One might also 
consider fresh East Coast 
lobster, either poached or 
grilled; pan fried dover 
sole; shrimps on green 
noodles with a cream and 
brandy sauce; or the dish 
described as ‘deux 
coquilles pécheurs’: two 
coquilles, the one of 
scallops, the other of 
oysters in a cream, 
champagne and tarragon 
sauce. 

The wine list is one of 
the most comprehensive in 
the city and comes 
complete with maps of the 
various wine growing 
regions. 
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The Café is bustling and 
convivial, light and airy, 
with a view out over the 
Bow River from large 
windows. The open fire is 
a special country-style 
touch. Dinner for two with 
wine will cost around $65.

The Round Square is a 
bright, cheery, well-lighted 
place which serves deli- 
style fare, such as soups, 
salads, sandwiches, ome- 
lettes and for some strange 
treason — Mexican snacks 
of burritos, enchiladas, 
nachos, chili and so on. 
There are four soups, 
matzo ball, cabbage 
borscht, onion soup and 
the daily offering. The 
cabbage borscht is a hearty 
rendering with perhaps just 
a little too much sugar. It 
has no beets and is quite 
authentic in this aspect 
because it follows a 
traditional Russian recipe. 
The salads are a mite 
strange. They are served in 
glass flowerpots from 
which it is awkward to eat. 
(Ask for a plate and serve 
yourself). At $4.95 a crack 
perhaps you're better off

wiches or the deli platter of 
cold meats. This is really 
why you come to this rest- 
aurant. The corned beef, 
roast beef, sausage and so 
on are all prepared on the 
premises, taste very good 
and come with excellent 
rye bread. Ask for hot 
mustard. A very full platter 
of meats is $7.50 and will 
serve two quite adequately.

There is nothing remark- 
able about the appearance 
of this restaurant; cafe- 
style with hanging Chinese 
lanterns. The food, though 
will probably provide 
ample interest and 
excitement. The Imperial 
Palace specializes in 
Peking cuisine and all the 
popular dishes are here. 
Marvellous soups such 
as pork with Szechuan 
cabbage, thin crisp spring 
rolls, cold wine chicken 
and jellied fish. Of course 
Peking duck is the speci- 
alty of the house. But the 
seafood selection is always 
the drawing card for me. 
Try the dried salt and 
pepper prawns in shell. 
Poultry and meat sections 
are extensive as is the 
noodle and dumpling 
listing — always an impor- 
tant part of Peking dining.

Calgary Zoo 


Canada’s second largest 
zoo, with 1,400 animals, is 
only 10 minutes away from 
the city centre. Established 
in 1915 on St. George’s 
Island on the Bow River, 
the zoo is still growing 
and changing. Zoo officials 
are stressing imaginative 
enclosures without bars, 
providing a natural environ- 
ment for the animals. Three 
new buildings — Nocturnal 
World, Australian World 
and Water World — 
recreate specialized habitats 
that are fascinating to 
visit. The oldest indoor 
garden in the city is the 
Tropical Aviary, a jungle of 
palms, orchids and gurgling 
streams that play host to 
the brightly colored 
tropical birds. Children can 
pet baby animals in the 
Children’s Zoo, or marvel 
at the lifesize models of 
dinosaurs.

The heart of downtown 
Calgary may seem an 
unlikely spot for a 2'4-acre 
park, filled with lush 
greenery and sparkling foun- 
tains.

Speeds and distances are posted in 
metric. Fuel is sold in litres (1 
litre = 1 quart US approx.) Right 
hand turn permitted on red light 
after complete stop except where 
posted. Pedestrian crossings are 
marked by a large ‘X’ sign and 
pedestrians have right of way over 
vehicular traffic. One way system

Street Numbering 


Calgary is divided into four 
geographical quadrants: North 
East, North West, South East and 
South West. The east/west sectors 
are divided by MacLeod Trail and 
Centre Street. The north/south 
sectors are divided by the Bow 
River and Memorial Drive. All 
city Streets run north and south 
and all Avenues run east and west. 
Both are numbered from the city 
centre. In the suburbs roadways 
are numbered in grid areas and 
named in non-grid areas.
